pool or season pool system, so that the 
bunion of the sudden decay is borne 
by all the ranchers and not merely by 
a group of growers, as has been the 
cose in the past. It in pointed out that 
tho pro-rating of the loss over all tho 
fruit of the district is tho truWt form 
of cooperation, nnd that in the run of 
the season the loss from this injury 
will bo comparatively small to the in- 
dividual grower. 


Sorters on the tables have boon in- 


structed to keep a sharp oyo out for 
the worm punctures, and a rigid inspec- 
tion is being maintained in order to 
keep thi! bad fruit out of the market. 


This is the first time that this pent 


has made large inroads on tho crop, al- 
though the w«rm is known to the in- 
dustry as peculiarly destructive. Little 
is known as to the methods of eradicat- 
ing the worm in tho orchards, although 
tho attack in the district has been re- 
ported to state and county authorities 
and officials are at work on the prob- 
lem.

WORM IS 


HEAVY FRI 
ROT 


Alarming inroads on the quality of 


the ornnges in the Covina, Charter Oak 
and J.rwmdnle districts, caused by the 
puncturing of the orange rind by tho 
tertrsx worm and butterfly grub, has 
created n sensation in Socnl pao.king 
houses this week, nnd has resulted in 
a heavy loss in decay in fruit urriving 
in the enst. 


AH high ns seventy per cent decay 


was discovered in n car of fruit from 
this valley, decay running from 10 to 
40 per cent being coiniuon; all trace- 
able to punctures of tho skin, general- 
ly showing near tho stem, and so small 
as to escnpo the eyes of the workers on 
tho sorting tables. 


According to reports from local pack- 


ing houses, a large amount of the fruit 
IIUH been thrown into tho auction at n 
sacrifice on account of its bad condi- 
tion. Ori'iern have been issued to cunt- 
em ngonts to wuieh for fruit now in 
transit, and to sacrifice it before it gets 
into', competition with bettor fruit, in 
order to nold the market; «toiidy,
